Perhaps the proximity af so much water holps 
a salubrious poultry climate; at any rate the baby 
chicks climb ou. of their shell with more aplomth 
than is usually displayed by fowl with kerosene 
mothers. 

“f had bad luck trying to raite ducks in thoas 
other states,’\says Mr. Trusiow, “and after a thors 
ough trial I gave it up. Feed was so high and f 
got so Httle from these water birds that I moved 
and landed here six years age.” fe 

He did not tackle the web-foated species again, 
however, but resolved to reverse his luck if pes- 
sible by breeding chicka who have fastinets quite 
different. Besides, ducks might swim off down the 
mighty Chesapeake, 

“My original capital down here waa a ‘shoe. 
string.’ he otiserves, reflectively. “The banks 
helped finance me. fr had about two thonsand 
henk and one machine holding 5,000 egers. At.the 
end of the year we could set 12,000 eggs at once. 

“From year to year’we have Inereased our ca- 
pacity, and our business the past year has been 
282,198 chicks, ‘Thin year’ we are adding G5 feet 
to our incubator house, and are busy installing 

3 more sections. We will have ‘capacity for 21S,- 
000 eres at one setting next spritig. 

“St will take ten Lhousand eges a daytto keep 
us running, full capacity, So greatly has our 
business increased that now we have a contract 
for all we can hatch for some years to come, We 
have trouble fn holding ‘back eriough baby chicks 
to supply our local demand. 

“Some of our egga are sypplicd us by farmers 
who keep only one breed pf fowl and give them 
free range. We visit the farms and see that they 
are well supplied with bred cock-birds. ‘ 

“Our best hatch was 90 per cent. of tho eggs 
net, — Average hatch about G per cent. of all eggs 
set. Custom hatching about five per cent. higher, 
as the eggs are selected better. 

“Good as. over,’ is the way he answers a ques- 
tion about the chances in the poultry tine today. 

“You, of course there were many early difti- 
culties and Troblems to contend with, One of the 
worst Was getting the post office to carry chicks 
properly during hot weather.” *

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WOMEN VOTERS 


AN ANALYSIS of the vote pollcd at the recent 
municipal election in Ottawa has revealed the 
fact that a very disappointing showing waz made 
by the women of the city who were cligible to vote. 
The ‘figures indicate that out of ‘every two 
“hundred women who“were on the official voters’ 
list one hundred and fifteen did not go to the polls 
at all, the male voters turning out In much better 
proportions. 
z Only 42.50 per cent. of women voted, as 
against 64.75 per cent. of the men. 

In Belleville the story was much the same, 
and coming on the firat occasion when general 
Womanhood suffrage had been sanctioned by law, 
the results give occasion for thought. 

The Journal thinks that the small vote “tells 
us very plainly that possibly a majority of wo- 


men are not keen to take any part at all in public 
affairs." «

YSTANDER, {1 Toronto Globe refers 10 the 
comtag U. B. Loyalist Celebration in iellevitlo 
as fallows: “ ts 
When the Loyalist Celebration, marking the 
146th anniversary of the landing at Kingston and 
Bay of Quinte, tukes place at Relleville fa the com- 
ing spring, there will he many incidents recalled 
of the foundation of the great Province of Ontaria. 
Their story is familar in its gencral. outlines, but 
it has never bees-pressed home as it deserves, Pro- 
bably the bitterness of politics of the carly decades 
of last century has tended to obreure the real sit- 
uation. 
The claim is mado.by B. M. Wylie of Toronto, 
in recent letter to The Picton Gazette, that his 





grandfather, Richard Huff, was brought with his - 


father, Solomon Huff, from the Cetskills, to settle 
at Adolphustown as early as 1777, which is seven 
years ahead of the main movement of ‘Loyalists to 
that region. 

“My grandfather, Richard Huff," he writes, 
“xox eighteen months old at the time the thirteen 
Colonies declared their independence, July 4, 1776, 
and immediately theresfter teft the farm at Katt- 
skills, where he wes born, with his father, Solomon 
iftuff, and family to make thelr way as best they 
could through ‘he unblazed wilderness of northern 
New York State, taward Canada. They finally 
reached a polnt on the St. Lawrence River (now 
Ogdensburg) where they crossed, and ultimatelye 
reached Fort Frontenac, (how Kingston), late in 
the same fall. They were cared for at this military 
post during the winter of 1776, and In the fotlow- 
ing summer they got land location in tke Fourth 
Town of the County of Lennox and Addington, 
Adolphystown, where Solomon felled trees anid 
bullt a shelter tor his family. So my grandfather 
would then be about 2 1-2 or 2-years old when the 
fomily got setticd, and therefore entitled to be 
classed’ as a pioncer, and ax sitch subsequently got 
allotment of 169 acres of land in the Fifth Town 
of Prince Edwawl County, North Marysburg.” 

Starvation ard hardship confronted the Loyal- 
fats for a time after the larger eetilement was 
sterted. The Government furnished supplies, but 
this was discontinued in 1787-88, and then the 
crops failed. “Some of the best farms in the dix- 
trict were offered. for a bag of flour," wrfles W. C. 
Mikel, K.C., of Belleville, ii the xame paper, “and 
a large beef bone. was passed around the nelghhor- 
hood with which to make soup. People resorted 
to basswood buds or anything Possible for food. 
It was called “hunger year". ‘The Loyalists had 
apparently not ®arned how to fixh under the fee, 
or perhaps had not the appliances: for fishing. Their 
only Jight for tis house consisted af Dlazing embers 
of a huge fireplace in winter or 2 pine-knot toreh 
in summer. An the yeurs went On and they be- 
came able ta keep animala from which tallow 
could be procured, they made tallaw dips, so called 
from the method of making theny,_that Is by dip- 
ping a cord or string Into melted tallow spread 
over water contained in a pall or other vessel. Ry 
repeating the operation a number of times, enough 
of the tallow adhered to the cord to make 2 candle.’

DISTENTION OF RUMEN. 


Wow {to Treat an Animal That Has 
Gorged [tself—If Serious, 
Get a Vetarnarign. 


Brery winter many good farm ant- 
mals are loat and many more nearly 
lust through carelcsaness in the tie- 
up, or the leaving of feed bins open. 
Lf a cow ceta loose in the stable, she 
genemlly manages (o find. the bin 
whero the feed grains are stored and 
just naturally gorges htrscif on the 
concentrated food, Don't blame the 
cow for cating. She knows not 
what trouble she fs wading into by 
everloading her paunch with mill 
chop or grain meal. * 

“if itis known that an animal has 
sorged {tseif, and it can generally 
be determined ‘by pressing the Oank 
with the closed fist and noting if the 
indent_of’the band remains for a 
short time, a drench should be given 
at once, One and a half pounds of 
Epsom salts dissolved in two gallons 
of water given at a single dose and 
followed. by “kneading the left. side 
below the midian line vigorously to 
separate the compacted mass of fer- 
menting grain and: allow the drench 
to penetrate it. Stimulants, such as 
aromatic spirits of ammonta, should 
be given in two ounce doses, 

Should the drench fail and the im- 
pacted condition continue, it can be 
relieved by a trained veterparian per- 
forming the operation ‘known as 
rumenotomery. This operation is 
performed by making an {incision 
through the left fank and into the 

men, large enough to permit the 
eitrance-of the hand. The compacted

the leaser‘curvature. ‘The contents 
of & horse's’ stomach’ aro squeezed 
and pressed, but not churnod, as is 
the case with cattle. 

The regular arrangement of food 
in layers is disturbed when a horse 
is watered after feeding. A portion 
of the food may be washed’vut of the 
stomach.’ The water which a horse 
drinks doca pot stop In the stomach 
but passes directly through ft on Its 
way to the caecum.

Hoven or Bloat. 


The tauses of bloat, or hoven, can 
be attributed to any kind of feed that 
will'produce indigestion If given in 
unreasonable quantity. Hasty feed- 
ing by greedy \animais frequently re- 
sults iin .diecomfort for the animal 
and trouble for the . stabloman. 
Frozen roots,. mouldy feeds, over- 
feeding with _middlings, » barley- or 
corn meal, cold; wet fecds, potatoes, 
cabbage, larga quantities of grecn or 
frosted « green feeds are common 
causes of this trouble. The digestion 
process being interfered with, fer- 
mentation quickly séts up in the 
patinch with serious gas distention.

Chronic Tympanitis. - 


This form of bloat is present 1 
tauny cattle stables during the long 
winter pertod wher cattle are stand- 
ing in.

Tho'affected ant- 
mal bloats up after feeding, but gen- 
erally not to an extent to require/ 
puncture and rellef by trocar 
cannula.
